Our terms are thirty days net cash. 

In order to avoid any unnecessary delay in shipments to customers 
who have not had any previous dealings with us, we suggest that remit 
tance by certified cheque or money order, or some satisfactory refer 
ence, be sent with the first order, and C. O. D. orders should be accom 
panied by remittance to pay freight or express charges both ways to 
protect the Company against loss should shipment be refused. 

Address all correspondence to the Company, not to individuals. 

Orders and correspondence regarding orders should always be 
sent to our nearest Sales Office. Orders should be kept separate from 
all other correspondence. Customers order books will gladly be 
supplied on application. 

Trade numbers should, when possible, be used. When ordering 
an article which is not standard in every respect, specify that the 
article is to be "similar to Trade No. . .," and state the modifications 
which must be made. Where catalogue number and description dis 
agree orders will be filled according to catalogue number. 

Do not order "Same as last." If advisable to refer to a previous 
order give its date, number, and our invoice number, so that delay in 
locating it may be avoided. 

An order should contain a specific description of the desired 
material. Repair parts cannot be supplied without delay unless cata 
logue numbers are used and a full description is given of the parts. 
In every case it is absolutely imperative that the full name-plate 
rating, as well as the serial number of the machine, be given. The 
filling of orders for repair parts may be facilitated by mentioning any 
stamping or lettering appearing on the desired parts.

Three types of rubber insulation have been standardized, Canadian Black Core, Supercode, 
and Canadian 30 Per Cent Para (Black Core). In addition, we are prepared to furnish special 
types and grades of rubber covered conductors to order; also railway signal wire and wire to meet 
unusual conditions. 

Canadian Black Core is a high class insulation, used primarily on wires for house wiring and 
meeting all the National Electrical Code requirements. 

Supercode insulation was designed for customers desiring a very high grade of wire, some 
what better than Black Core, but whose requirements do not justify the more expensive 30 Per 
Cent grade. 

Canadian 30 Per Cent Para insulation meets the specifications of the Rubber Covered Wire 
Engineers Association, and is the best rubber compound for absolutely high grade work. 

Always specify type of insulation wanted. 

Tape and one braid over the rubber meet the requirements of the National Electrical Code 
for unlined conduit installations. NOTE: Sizes 1 B. & S. and larger are regularly furnished with 
tape and braid, and orders specifying single or double braid wire or cables in sizes No. 1 and 
larger will be filled with standard material at standard single braid prices. 

If tape and two braids are required, orders must so specify and an extra charge for extra 
braid will be made. 

TALC FINISH. National Electrical Code, Black Core braided, twin wire is finished with 
talc, which assures ease in pulling the wire into conduits. No extra charge is made for this 
feature. 

All rubber covered wires and cables are given a high potential test before leaving the factory. 

Canadian General Electric Company s Rubber Covered Wires and Cables, braided finish, 
have one red and one black thread crossing in the braid as a marker. 

The above three grades of wires and cables can be supplied for any operating voltage from 
600 to 7000 volts, inclusive, with a consequent variation of thickness of insulation, weights and 
diameters. See tables below for thickness of insulation at various voltages.

This cable is composed of two extra flexible conductors; center conductor containing

rubber belt. The whole is finished with two heavy weatherproof braids.

MINING LOCOMOTIVE GATHERING REEL CABLE 

This cable is manufactured in both single and two-conductor designed especially for use with 
gathering reel type mining locomotives, to be wound and unwound from reel located on the 
locomotive. Special care is taken to provide a flexible and serviceable cable to meet the 
conditions. 

The conductors are extra flexible (concentric stranding) 61 wires in the No. 6 and 127 wires 
in the No. 3. ^V-inch insulation is used. The finish is double braid, the inner braid standard 
and the outer braid extra heavy. In the two-conductor cables the standard braid is placed over 
the single-conductor and the heavy braid over the two conductors after they are laid flat. All 
braids are thoroughly soaked in weatherproof compound.

Standard weatherproof wires and cables are manufactured strictly to National Electrical 
Code requirements with two braids, placed directly over the copper core, thoroughly impregnated 
with a black weatherproofing compound and then polished to remove all superfluous compound 
and give a smooth exterior finish. Triple braid weatherproof wire furnished to order. 

When the number of braids is not specified, wire with two braids (commonly called double 
braid) is always furnished. If triple braid is required, requisitions or requests for quotations 
should so state. A stock of double braid wire is carried. 

Slow burning, formerly called underwriters wire, has three braids thoroughly soaked in white 
flameproof paint, then polished. This wire is National Electrical Code Standard, and a reason 
able stock of the standard sizes is carried. 

Slow burning weatherproof wires and cables are divided into two classes, black finish and 
white finish. 

Black finish wire has three braids, two braids filled with white flameproof paint next to the 
copper and one braid on the outside filled with weatherproof compound. As this wire is not in 
accordance with the National Electrical Code, we do not carry a stock, but will furnish to order. 

White finish wire has three braids, one filled with weatherproof compound next to the copper 
and two braids on the outside filled with white flameproof paint. There is more or less difficulty 
in the manufacture due to the black compound penetrating the outer braids and discoloring the 
finish. By a special process we have been able to overcome this objection, and while we do not 
carry a stock, we are prepared to furnish it to order. 

The weights given are only approximate and may vary 3 per cent either way. 

Weatherproof wire up to and including No. 4 B. & S. is shipped in coils of about 1000 feet 
each. The sizes from No. 1 B. & S. to 0000 B. & S., inclusive, are shipped on drums 30 by 30 
inches holding 400 to 600 pounds of insulated wire. Weatherproof cables are shipped in 1000-foot 
lengths, but can be made in continuous lengths up to 5000-pound weights if desired. 

For export or shipment over long distances, any of the following, ordinarily shipped on reels, 
can be shipped in coils. If a special package is required, special mention must be made on the 
order.

TEMPERATURE. Owing to the thinness of the insulation and its good 
heat conductivity, spools wound with enameled wire run at a lower maxi 
mum temperature and at a lower average temperature than spools of cot 
ton covered wire under the same conditions. Enameled wire w y ill stand a 
temperature of 212 Fahr. without injury. 
ABSORPTION OF MOISTURE. The insulation will not absorb moisture. 

INJURY BY OILS OR SOLVENTS. The wire is uninjured by clean mineral oil. The follow 
ing materials must not be used in connection with enameled wire: Turpentine or materials con 
taining turpentine as a solvent, vegetable or animal oils, alcohol, shellac or the coal tar solvents. 
In the absence of specific instructions from the customer, where enameled wire is ordered 
in comparatively large quantities, shipment is made on spools carrying a maximum weight of wire 
as per table given below:

40 to No. 0000; also cable of any required 
size, and we recommend its use wherever a conductor larger than Xo. 2 B. &lt;t S. is necessary. 

Cotton covered wires are wrapped with fine Sea Island cotton, and only the finest Italian silk 
is used in preparing the silk covered wire. 

The copper wire used in the manufacture of magnet wire is of 98 per cent conductivity, 
carefully gauged for size and insulation thickness, and is the best of its kind for the purpose. 

Magnet wires are furnished round, square or flat and with one, two or three coverings or 
wraps. The coverings are usually cotton, although on the smaller sizes of round magnet wire silk 
is often used. When cotton is used the various wraps are designated as follows: Single cotton 
covered (S Y C. CM, double cotton covered (D. C. C.), triple cotton covered (T. C. C.). Silk 
magnet wire is rarely furnished in more than two coverings and is designated as follows: Single 
silk covered (S. S. C.), double silk covered (D. S. C.). 

Magnet wire in sizes listed under heading "Asbestos Covered," may also be supplied with 
asbestos next to the copper core with one or two cotton wraps on the outside.

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TELEPHONE CABLE 

PAPER INSULATION, LEAD ENCASED 




When two or more pairs of wires in a cable are in service at the same time, there is generated, 
or set in motion, various electrical currents which act, in a greater or lesser degree, as a disturbing 
element to adjacent pairs or conductors. In cables where the conductors are brought very 
closely together this disturbing element is somewhat more noticeable and the capacity greater 
than in a cable whose conductors are more widely separated. As an illustration, take a cable 
made of 100 pairs No. 22 gauge wire and compress it into a space 1^ inches in diameter. 
"ives a capacity of . 08 microfarads per mile. Compress the same number of pairs into a space 
fy 8 inches in diameter; the result is a capacity of . 10 microfarads per mile. Again compress u 
same number of pairs into a space 1 inch in diameter; the result is a capacity of -^ merata* 
per mile. As the cable is compressed the capacity becomes higher, due to the fact that as 
conductors are brought nearer to each other, the disturbing element mentioned above M more 
active. This influence existing between any two or more wires is termed electrostatic capacity, 
and is expressed in microfarads per mile of cable. 

Electrostatic capacity is expressed either as "mutual capacity" or as "grounded capacity. 

By "mutual capacity" is meant the capacity relation which one wire of a pair hears to 
mate, the capacity measurement being made while the balance of wires in cable and lead :

of wires in cable, the capacity measurement being made while all other wires and lead sheath ar 



eowe capacity the greater the separation of conductors and diameter of cable 
cables increase in diameter, requiring a greater weight of lead sheath per foot the 
manufacture accordingly increases, therefore, the lower capacity cables are of higher cost 

Each conductor of the cable is insulated with paper, and twisted in pairs for metallic cir 
use. The pairs so formed are cabled together in reversed layers, and the cable covered b&gt; an 
improved process with a lead sheath of uniform thickness and absolutely free from flaws or other 
defects. A cable of this type combines high insulation with low stati

Insulated cables with metallic sheaths, when used on alternating current circuits of potentials 
of 2500 volts or greater, show a tendency to puncture the insulation at a point where the metallic 
sheath ends. 

To obviate this trouble the metallic sheath should be flared out in a trumpet shape or bell 
mouth and the insulation of the cable re-enforced at this point. 

The cable bells illustrated are intended, first, to avoid puncture of the insulation where the 
metallic sheath ends; second, to afford a convenient method of jointing lead covered cables to 
cables without lead covering; and third, to seal the ends of the cables, especially if the cables are 
paper insulated, against the admission of moisture. 

Spun brass bells are neat and light, and various sizes are listed. The terminal plugs are 
made from well dried and filled hard wood, or hard rubber, as ordered.

DESCRIPTION OF CABLE ENTRANCES FOR 
G & W POTHEADS 

It has been endeavored to design this line of specialties 
to eliminate all refinements which might add to the cost of 
the device without an equivalent return in adaptability 
;tnd usefulness. However, in some instances, refinements 
may be warranted, therefore three forms of end pieces for 
cable entrances for multiple conductor potheads are 
available. 

Plug Type of End Piece 

The illustrations show the type of cable entrances 
which have been provided. The simplest form, as may be 
seen, consists of a plain cast iron plug drilled to fit the 
cable over lead. This is screwed into the base of the 
pothead. 

Wiping Sleeve Cable Entrance 

From the illustrations it is also seen that the wiping 
sleeve, which screws into the bottom of the pothead, can be 
provided. This is a plain brass sleeve of approximately 
the diameter of the cable, which is screwed into the bottom 
of any pothead upon which it may be desired. 

Clamping Ring End Piece 

The illustration shows a more elaborate form of cable 
entrance. It is made of brass and is a combination of an 
end-clamping ring and stuffing box with a special metallic 
packing. The lower end is the usual form of stuffing box, 
the compression member of which supports three brass 
standards, which in turn carry a ring. This ring has three 
tapped holes for a like number of screws. Above this ring 
is another slightly smaller ring. This upper ring has three 
holes through which the screws pass. By belling over the 
lead and clamping it between the two rings it is supported 
securely without pressure around the cable sheath, tending 
to crush it. Also, since the ring is held by the three 
standards, \Yz inches in height, compound can flow all 
around the cable 1% inches below the point where the lead 
is removed. This gives a most efficient seal.

When several momentary contact switches are used to operate, 
from separate points, the same remote control switch, a common 
pilot circuit is often run from the remote controlled device to all 
the momentary contact stations.

The motor is started on unfused contact; the blades are to be held against spring pressure 
for a few seconds until speed is up, when switch is thrown into fused end which carries 
normal load. 

The two outgoing ends of switch are connected on back by copper straps, placed in grooves 
in slate, so that load can be taken from either end of switch. Thus only six wires (three in 
coming and three outgoing) are needed on a three-pole switch, eight wires on a four-pole, etc. 

Switches are marked "Start" and "Run" to assist in avoiding error by throwing into the 
wrong contact.

Dossert & Company make a mechanical joint for solid or stranded 
conductor, which has great mechanical strength and an electrical 
conductance in excess of that of the cable. The joint (Type A) 
consists of a nipple, two compression sleeves or bushings and two com 
pression nuts. As shown, the compression sleeves are split lengthwise 
and tapered at both ends. The tapered ends of the sleeve fit into corres 
pondingly tapered parts of the nipple and nut. When the nut is screwed 
up on the nipple the action of the taper causes the compression sleeve to 
decrease in diameter and grip the strands tightly together, thereby 
getting good electrical contact. 

Type A connectors are for use on cables, stranded or solid wires, 
rods and tubing. They are simple and effective, and by their use 
splices can be quickly made in conductors of any size. Type A con 
nectors, however, should not be used on a cable that is to be subjected 
to heavy tensile strains. 

Lugs, three- ways, Y s, reducers, elbows, and many other types of con 
nectors are made with this principle for making the electrical connec 
tions and can be used for connections on switchboards, panels, bus bars, 
transformers, meters, electric smelting furnaces, fuse blocks, service 
boxes, grounding devices, motors, oil switches, etc. 

For overhead work where the cables are subjected to considerable 
tensile strain, another type of joint (Type B) is made, but for general use 
the above described connector is recommended and almost always used. 

A special application of this joint is the cable tap. It consists of a 
hook, cover, jam nut, compression sleeve and compression nut. The 
hook is machined to fit the main cable, while its shank is .drilled and 
threaded to form the nipple of a standard Dossert Joint for size of 
branch required. 

The cable tap is used to connect a branch wire, rod or bleeder to a 
main wire, rod or feeder. It does not splice the main, but simply clamps 
on to it. Equalizers are combinations of two cable taps. They can be 
furnished to equalize the load on any two sizes of cable. 

The three-way is used to make a main line splice and to connect a 
branch wire at the joint. 

When main and branch cables are of different sizes, please give size 
of main first in ordering cable taps. To determine the list price of a 
cable tap of an odd size: Add the list price of the two-way connector for 
the main to half the list price of a two-way for the branch. 

Reducers are made in two-ways and three-ways. The accompanying 
illustration shows a two-way reducer. Any combination of reduction 
can be effected by means of these reducers. To ascertain the list price 
of a two-way reducer, take one half the list price of a regular two-way of the 
corresponding size of each end. 

The elbow makes an admirable right angle connection. List prices 
same as for straight two-way connectors of corresponding size.

An insulating cover can be furnished for the No. 4 three-way 
connector, taking conductors ranging in size from No. 14 to 
No. 4, inclusive, or different combinations of these sizes. 

Stud connector, Style P, is used to connect a wire or cable 
to a stud or threaded rod. Style M is used to connect wires or 
cables to flat strips or blocks. 

Cable anchor, Style S, is used to connect the end of a cable 
to a strain insulator for the purpose of anchoring it. Style R 
is used to anchor one cable and take a branch off the anchored 
cable. Style E is used to splice and anchor two cables that 
are at right angles to each other. 

The ground cap is used for connecting ground wires to the 
end of a pipe. When ordering, give size of gas pipe and size 
of wire and state whether solid or stranded. 

The service box lug is used to connect wires to fuses where 
ordinarily a solder lug with a flat contact surface would be 
used. By the use of an assortment of sleeves with wire holes 
of different sizes, the same lug may be employed for connect 
ing all wires from a certain predetermined size down to the 
smallest size used. 



How to Order Dossert Connectors 

Use the proper name of the connector desired. 

In ordering Type A connectors for concentric laid cables, 
give circular mileage of cable, or exact diameter of cable, or 
exact diameter of one wire, and number of wires. 

Type A, for solid wires, rods and tubing. Give gauge num 
ber of wire, or exact diameter of rod, wire or tube, or circular 
mileage of rod. 

Type A, for rope laid and flexible cable. State that cable 
is rope laid or flexible and give circular mileage, or gauge num 
ber, or exact diameter, or send sample of cable. The diameter 
for given size of rope laid or flexible cable is considerably larger 
than that of the same size of concentric laid cable. 

Type B. It is necessary to know the number of wires in a 
cable in furnishing Type B connectors, for the reason that the 
diameter of the core over which the inner ring fits varies ac 
cording to the number of wires in the cable. 

Do not use the words "T Joints" or "Tees." In ordering 
connectors of that character, state plainly "Three-ways" or 
"Cable Taps." 

In ordering the smaller sizes of connectors from No. 0000 
down, please be sure and state whether for stranded or solid 
wires.

These devices are designed primarily to increase the field 
of activity and efficiency of portable electrical units in 
industrial plants and w r herever it is more economical to move 
the units than the materials.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION 

G-E Panel Boards and Cabinets provide compact and well 
finished centers of distribution for lighting and power circuits. 
Panel boards for lighting circuits only are listed on the following 
pages. The standard line shown has been selected only after a 
careful study of the general requirements of architects, engineers 
and contractors. Special boards to meet any specifications can be 
furnished promptly. Here are shown a few illustrations of the 
special boards that have been furnished. All General Electric 
panel boards are National Electrical Code Standard. 

Panels 

These panels are arranged for plug fuses, N. E. Code Standard 
enclosed fuses and link fuses in the circuits, with or without snap 
or lever switches. By reference to the following pages it will be 
noted that plug, N. E. Code Standard enclosed fuses and link 
fuses with or without snap or lever switches can be furnished on 
bases of the same dimensions. 

Switches 

The lever switches used on all panels are of the strongest 
mechanical construction. Each individual circuit lever switch has 
a capacity of 30 amperes. The snap switches used in the branch 
circuits have a capacity of 10 amperes at 250 volts. 

Mains 

Each type of panel is arranged for two forms of main connec 
tions, namely, Forms L and F. The main terminals, busbars, 
switches and fuses are calculated for a capacity of 6 amperes on 
two to two-wire and three to three-wire panels, and 3 amperes per 
circuit on three to two-wire panels. 

Slate Frame 

By the use of a slate frame or set of barriers around the panel 
a more finished appearance is given to the cabinet as it separates 
the wiring in the cabinet from the active part of the panel. This 
frame consists of four pieces of slate mounted on the edge of the 
panel and fastened to the back of the cabinet by corner irons. 
The slot in the frame opposite each terminal through which the 
wire can pass permits the complete wiring of the panel before the 
slate frame is placed in position, and simplifies the work of corix 
necting the circuits to the board. 

Finishes 

Any finish desired or called for in specifications can be 
furnished, but the General Electric Company strongly recommends 
its No. 1 or plain black finished slate with satin finished busbars 
and branch connections. This is a very durable finish and renders 
the appearance of the panel very attractive. 

Cabinets 

We are prepared to furnish cabinets of various descriptions. 
Complete information as to what we can furnish in our standard 
construction is given on the pages under this heading. However, 
if necessary, we can furnish cabinets of special construction to 
meet any requirement.

EXAMPLE No. 1 

No. 58482, list price $3.85, is a Type CE, two to two-wire panel without main switch and 
without branch switches. 

Referring to information under "Types" it will be noted that Type CE covers panels of 
punched clip construction with enclosed fuses. As Type CE covers panels without branch 
switches, it is obvious that the only paralleling types are those with "fuses only" (i. e., Types 
CP, CL, HP, HE and HL). 

If No. 58482 with plug fuses instead of enclosed fuses is required, Type CP should be 
specified and $0.08 list per circuit added, making the list price of panel $4.01. 

If link fuses instead of enclosed fuses are required, Type CL should be specified and no 
addition made to list price of the Type CE panel. 

If sweated and pinned construction instead of punched clip construction is required, Type 
HE should be specified and $0.15 list per circuit added, making list price $4.15. 

If sweated and pinned construction instead of punched clip construction plug fuses instead 
of enclosed fuses and plain black slate with polished and lacquered metal parts instead of 
plain black slate with satin finished metal parts is required, Type HP with No. 2 finish should 
be specified and $0.23 list per circuit added for the sweated and pinned construction and plug 
fuses, and 15 percent added to the list price of panel for the No. 2 finish, making the list price 
of the panel $4.96. 

EXAMPLE No. 2 

No. 62584, list price $5.10, is a Type CEO, two to two- wire panel without main switch 
and with branch switches. 

Referring to information under "Types 1 it will be noted that Type CEO covers panels of 
punched clip construction with enclosed fuses outside of switches. As Type CEO covers 
panels with branch switches, it is obvious that all types of three letters are paralleling types. 

If No. 62584 with plug fuses instead of enclosed fuses is required, Type CPO should be 
specified if fuses are to be outside of switches and Type CPI if inside, and $0.08 list per cir 
cuit added, making list price of panel $5.26. 

If link fuses instead of enclosed fuses are required, Type CLO should be specified if fuses 
are to be outside of switches and Type CLI if inside, and no addition made to list price of 
Type CEO panel. 

If sweated and pinned construction instead of punched clip construction is required, Type 
HEO should be specified if fuses are to be outside of switches, and Type HEI if inside, and 
$0.30 list per circuit added, making list price of panel $5.70. 

If sweated and pinned construction instead of punched clip construction plug fuses instead 
of enclosed fuses and plain black slate with polished and lacquered metal parts instead of 
plain black slate with satin finished metal parts is required, Type HPO with No. 2 finish 
should be specified if fuses are to be outside of switches and Type HPI with No. 2 finish if 
inside, and $0.38 list per circuit added for the sweated and pinned construction and plug 
fuses and 15 per cent added to list price of panel for the No. 2 finish, making the list price 
of the panel $6.74. 

If snap switches instead of lever switches in the branches are desired, Type SEO should 
be specified if fuses are to be outside of switches and Type SEI if inside, and $0.30 list per 
circuit added, making list price of panel $5.70. 

EXAMPLE No. 3 

No. 58642, list price $5.00, is a Type CE, three-wire main panel without main switch and 
without branch switches. 

Referring to information under "Types," it will be noted that Type CE covers panels of 
punched clip construction with enclosed fuses. As stated in the foregoing examples, the 
paralleling types are those with "fuses only" (i. e., Types CP, CL, HP, HE and HL). 

If No. 58642 with plug fuses instead of enclosed fuses is required, Type CP should be 
specified and $0.12 list per circuit added, making the list price of the panel $5.24. It will be 
noted that $0.12 per circuit is added instead of $0.08. This is due to the fact that No. 58642 
has three-wire circuits (see note under "Types" covering this point). 

Panels with three-wire circuits are not furnished with snap switches in the branches (see 
note under "Types").

Type SPI (plug fuses inside of switches), add $0.38 list per circuit. 
Type SEO (enclosed fuses outside of switches), add $0.30 list per circuit. 
Type SEI (enclosed fuses inside of switches), add $0.30 list per circuit. 
Type SLO (link fuses outside of switches), add $0.30 list per circuit. 
Type SLI (link fuses inside of switches), add $0.30 list per circuit. 
Snap switches in branches not furnished for three-wire circuits. 

FINISHES 

No. 1 Plain black slate with satin finished metal parts. This finish is standard and 
will be furnished unless otherwise specified. 

No. 2 For plain black slate with metal parts polished and lacquered, add 15 per cent to 
list price of panel. 

No. 3 For black enameled slate with metal parts polished and lacquered, add 20 per cent 
to list price of panel. 

No. 4 For marbleized slate with satin finished metal parts, add 15 per cent to list price 
of panel. 

No. 5 For marbleized slate with metal parts polished and lacquered, add 20 per cent to 
list price of panel. 

No. 6 For marble (as ordered) with metal parts polished and lacquered, add 50 per cent 
to list price of panel. 

FUSES 

Panel prices do not include fuses.

Wiring is done in accordance with the Board of Fire Underwriters code; all corners are 
rounded to prevent abrasion of insulation. 

Packing 

Each folding Tungstolier, after having been assembled, wired and inspected, is packed 
in a paper carton. 

When Tungstolier units are ordered without reflectors, each Tungstolier is packed in a 
Carton; the cartons are then packed in a crate. When they are ordered with reflectors, the 
cartons and reflectors are packed together in one crate. 

It is not necessary to open the carton until the Tungstolier units are at the place of in 
stallation. There is no annoyance due to lost parts or marred finish by carting assembled 
fixtures.

The Cleanezy finish is equal to porcelain enamel in ease of mainte 
nance and, under ordinary factory conditions, in durability. 

Porcelain enameled reflectors are finished with a green outside 
coat and a pure white reflecting surface. Porcelain surfaces will not 
deteriorate under ordinary service conditions. 

Ivanhoe Reflectors are fitted with a large number of holding 
devices illustrated below. 



NUMBERING SYSTEM

The B type heel is furnished to permit the use of Holophane- 
D Olier Reflectors with standard 2^ and 3^-inch holders. The 
214-inch heel is supplied on all reflectors below the 400-watt size and 
larger. The 3J^-inch heel is supplied on 400-watt reflectors. With 
the 214-inch heel use Form O holder (never Form H). With the 
Scinch heel use holders Nos. 622, 635 or 672. 

CLAMP STRAP, D TYPE 

On heavy reflectors and on reflectors subjected to strong vibra 
tion, the clip spring should be re-enforced by a clamp strap. 

PORCELAIN SOCKET HOLDER, C TYPE 

The C type holder permits the use of Holophane-D Olier Reflec 
tors with any standard porcelain socket. 

THREADED EXTENSION, S TYPE 

The S type holder is made in two parts; the lower half is locked 
to the reflector form and is threaded at the top; the upper half 
carries a porcelain receptacle and is threaded at the bottom. This 
holder is tapped at the top for suspension from %-inch pipe. As a 
special, if so specified on the order, the S type holder will be furnished 
tapped for J^-inch pipe. 

SOLID EXTENSION, R TYPE 

The R type holder is a solid extension made as part of the 
reflector form. It is supplied in two designs as follows: 

All R type reflectors, except MM diffusers, have the easy-to-wire 
R type holder. This holder is made in two parts; a copper extension, 
which is locked securely into the porcelain enameled form, and the lamp 
receptacle. The receptacle is held in the extension by three set screws. 
For wiring, these screws are loosened and the reflector raised on the 
rod hanger until the receptacle is exposed, as shown in the illustration. 
This holder is tapped for %-inch pipe only. 

The R type holders on MM diffusers is solid extension, finished 
over the entire surface with the same finish as the body of the reflector. 
The porcelain receptacle, which is securely fastened to the extension, 
may be removed for wiring by loosening the screws which hold it. 
This type of holder is weatherproof, tapped for 2/2-inch pipe, and in 
every way substantial for outdoor service.

Holders and Mogul Sockets Nos. 622, 635 and 672 are designed 
for use on 400-watt reflectors and larger with the B type, 3%-inch 
heel, for heavy duty service. The metal parts of the 
holders are made of sherardized iron, same being 
tapped at top for J^-inch pipe. 

No. 635 is No. 622 with a japanned ventilated 
hood set over it for use with the same type of reflector. 
No. 672 is the same as No. 635, except that it is 
finished in green enamel.

MAZDA OLIVETTE LAMPS 

The use of the arc lamp for stage lighting purposes has always been open to the objection 
that it requires special precaution in handling and operation on account of fire hazard. In some 
localities the city regulations require that an operator be at all times stationed at each device 
used. 

For the elimination of this precaution and reduction of operating expense, the Sprague 
Electric Works has now placed on the market the Mazda Olivette Lamp, which replaces the hand 
feed arc lamp by the use of an incandescent bulb of high candle power. 

The use of this lamp not only facilitates operation but reduces operating expense to the 
cost only of sufficient operators for changing the colors when necessary, and for striking, setting, 
and plugging the device.

Grouse-Hinds Reflectors meet lighting requirements in roundhouses, steel mills, prison 
corridors, etc., and, in fact, wherever a stationary, strong and gas and moisture-proof illuminating 
unit is desired. The two general designs are known as reflectors Type RM and Type RS, re 
spectively. When mounted in a roundhouse or other building where corroding vapors circulate, 
they offer full protection against the damage to which exposed lights and wiring systems in such 
locations are subjected. 

Type RM reflector is made in two sizes one to take any Mazda lamp from 25 to 100 watts, 
and the other to take any 150-watt Mazda lamp. This type of reflector is designed to be fastened 
to a flat surface and projects its light at a right angle to the plane of such surface. 

Type RS reflector is intended to be supported from conduit, and sheds its light downward. 
Type RS is listed in two sizes, but the only difference between the two sizes is in the bracket 
to which the lamp receptacle is fastened. One size takes any Mazda lamp from 25 to 100 watts, 
and the other size takes any Mazda lamp from 150 to 250 watts. 

One lighting system for roundhouses that has satisfactorily met every requirement involves 
the illumination of each aisle by three Type RM reflectors. Two of these reflectors are mounted 
on the front wall, about 8 feet from the floor, and at such an angle that the light rays cross and 
are directed to the working parts of engines in immediately adjacent stalls. Thus, ample illumi 
nation is secured at the desired points, and an engineer bringing his engine into the roundhouse is 
not met by an objectionable glare. The third reflector for each aisle is located on the rear wall 
and gives satisfactory illumination between stalls. 

Another popular form of roundhouse lighting calls for the use of Type RS reflectors. These 
are mounted on gooseneck brackets, usually fastened to the pillars between stalls. Perhaps the 
best system, however, is one which includes both types of reflectors. 

One railway company solved a turntable yard illumination problem by installing Type RM 
reflectors between doors, on a 40-stall roundhouse. Here ten reflectors of the semaphore lens 
type are mounted around the circle. Their light strikes the tracks at the edge of the turntable 
and engineers can see at a glance whether the turntable is properly set. 

Considerable saving in current, without loss of adequate illumination, is possible by having 
an individual switch for each reflector. These switches are situated to the best advantage when 
mounted on condulets, in the conduit system, below the reflectors and within easy reach. 

Among the many purposes to which one or another of these types of reflectors can be put 
and places where they can be mounted, to give the required illumination in steel mills, are on 
larry, scale and bin-filling cars; also: 

To light the runway where skip cars dump into the hopper at the top of blast furnaces, 
the reflector being mounted for this purpose on the bleeder stack or on structural iron work near 
the hopper. 

To give light to operators attaching peel at charging boxes. Here the reflector meets aL 
needs when located at the front end of floor chargers. 

To illuminate gauges and the approach tables in rolling mills. The reflector for this purpose 
may be mounted at the operator s cage or on structural iron work adjacent to the rolls. 

To light crane yards, where no overhead lamps can be hunu. In this instance the reflector 
should be on the crane cage. 

Complete drawings of an approved roundhouse lighting system that employs both types of 
reflectors, will be forwarded on request.

FURNISHING LIGHT AND POWER FOR COUNTRY HOMES AND FARMS 




Low Voltage Isolated Lighting Plants are especially designed for use in country homes or 
on farms, and are generally made up to give two classes of service. One style will give full 
24-hour electric service, as lights may be operated from the battery whenever the engine and 
dynamo are shut down and also from the dynamo when the battery is being charged. In case 
of a maximum demand the battery and dynamo may be operated together to give their com 
bined capacity. 

The second style is used where 24-hour electric service is not necessary. With this style it 
is impossible to operate lights while the batteries are being charged. It is also impossible to 
connect the dynamo directly to the lights to obtain the combined capacity of the dynamo 
and battery, the current for lights being supplied entirely from the batteries. The only time 
when light is not available is while the batteries are being charged. 

How to Determine Capacity 

If the voltage and capacity in ampere hours of a battery is known, it is a simple matter 
to determine how many 12 candle power 15-watt lamps can be lighted for 8 hours on one 
charge. To determine this, use the following method: 

Multiply the ampere hour capacity of the battery by the voltage of the system and divide 
the product by 120. The result will be the number of 12 candle power lamps which the 
battery will light for 8 hours without re-charging. Example: 

Voltage of the 15-light system is 32 volts. The capacity of the battery is 56 amperes. 
32 x 56=1792 watts. Divide by 120=15 lamps (nearly). 

As the 12 candle power tungsten lamps give as much light as the 16 candle power old 
style carbon lamps, the ratings in this catalogue are given in 12 candle power tungsten 
lamps, and if it is desired to determine the number of 16 candle power lamps which can be 
used with any universal system, four fifths of the number of 12 candle power lamps will give 
the number of 16 candle power lights. Example: 

Capacity of each 15-light system, 15 lights 12 candle power. % of 15 = 12, which is the 
number of 16 candle power lamps that can be lighted. 

As many lights as desired may be connected, provided not over the maximum number of 
lights for which the system is adapted, are burning at one time. Where a less number of 
lights are burned, a proportionately greater number of hours of lighting on one charge of 
the battery may be had.

Each of these sets is a complete 
generating unit, consisting of a 
gasoline engine designed especially 
to drive properly an electric gen 
erator which is especially designed 
to be driven by the engine to which 
it is direct-connected. As a result 
these sets will furnish electric 
current at so steady a voltage 
regardless of sudden changes in load that the lamps on the system will burn with an even 
brilliancy without "winking" or nickering, whether the entire number or only one lamp is 
lighted. 

Electric lighting systems on which the brilliancy of the lamps is constantly varying are 
not only far from satisfactory but are actually injurious to the eyesight. The steadiness of 
the light depends upon an absolutely even pressure or voltage on the system. 

A storage battery, which is a reservoir for the storage of electricity, discharges its current 
at a steady voltage even though it may be charged at an unsteady voltage. 

Many gasoline-engine-driven electric lighting plants require, as an auxiliary, a storage 
battery large enough to supply current for the entire system for a period ot 7 or 8 hours. 7 
or 8 hours operation of the generating set are required to fully charge a storage battery and 
about 10 or 15 per cent more electric current must be used to charge a storage battery than 
can be taken out of it after it is fully charged. Consequently, if an even steady voltage can 
be obtained from the generator, the original cost and maintenance of the storage battery and 
the space that it will occupy can be saved, and in addition all the current generated can be 
used in the lamps and other useful electric devices attached to the system. 

If, however, it is desired that lamps may be lighted at any time regardless of whether 
the generating plant is running or shut down, a small storage battery may be installed. It is 
estimated that a battery of only 10 per cent of the capacity of the generator will be plenty 
large enough to provide current for all the lamps that would ever be used between the time 
the engine is stopped late in the evening until darkness the next evening. 

All of the General Electric Company Gasoline Electric Sets embody the following features: 
The generator is direct-connected to the engine, i. e., mounted on an extension of the 
engine shaft. This reduces the amount of space required for the plant and avoids the dirt, 
danger and inconvenience and expense of repairs incidental to a belt-driven outfit. 

The engines are throttle governed, the supply of fuel being automatically shut off as the 
load decreases, although practically constant speed is maintained. The generators are designed 
to maintain constant voltage throughout the slight variation of speed due to opening or closing 
of the throttle valve. The cylinders are water-cooled. 

The carburetor is of the forced-feed overflow type, permitting of fuel tank being installed 
below the level of the engine outside of the building, and underground, as required by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. This provision avoids the danger of explosions and fire 
that exists in plants where the fuel tank is located above the engine level, in which case a 
leak in the piping fills the engine room with highly explosive and inflammable fluid and gases. 
In all, except the smallest set, the supply of fuel to the carburetor and lubricating oil to 
the moving parts of the engine, as well as the circulation of the cooling water around the 
cylinders, are accomplished by means of pumps that are included in the design as integral 
parts of the engine. In the 1-kilowatt the lubrication and circulation of cooling water systems 
are of a type better adapted to a machine of this small size. 

The 1-kilowatt set being driven by a single cylinder, two-cycle engine, receives 1200 work 
ing impulses per minute. The larger or four cylinder, four-cycle sets, although for mechanical 
safety operating at lower speeds, receive an equal or greater number of working impulses be 
cause of the multiplicity of cylinders. This high frequency of working impulses, combined 
with scientifically proportioned flywheels, insures uniform angular speeds and consequent 
steady lighting.

SHERARDIZING 

Sherardizing is now generally recognized as the standard finish and protection for all iron and 
steel parts, including the threaded portions used in the manufacture of line material devices. 
Marked improvement in the process of manufacture has been made by the Canadian General 
Electric Company over that used in the early stages of the art. In this process zinc is deposited 
by baking upon the surface to be protected, the zinc first entering the pores of the metal, forming 
a very close union with the metal; the coating is then built up to the desired thickness. There 
is no "tendency to crack or scale off as in hot or electrolytic galvanizing. 

Sherardizing withstands readily the Preece test of successive immersions in copper sulphate 
frequently specified by large users of galvanized materials, but this test does not indicate the actual 
resisting qualities of the zinc coating to the atmospheric condition in which it is used. A com 
parative test of sherardized and galvanized materials having the same weight of zinc deposited 
per square inch, and withstanding about the same number of immersions in copper sulphate, will 
show when subjected to a life test under service conditions that the sherardized coating will last 
more than twice the length of time of the galvanized coating, a result not shown by the Preece 
test. Our sherardizing withstands indefinitely the salt water spray test which actually repre 
sents many times the severest conditions encountered in service. 

Sherardizing has the additional advantage of furnishing efficient protection of threaded and 
other finished surfaces without materially altering their dimensions.

The principle common to all forms of the Thomson Direct 
Current Watthour Meter is retained in the Type G-3 meters, 
but the special construction is adapted to the severe conditions 
of extremely heavy loads. By adopting a construction in which 
the entire current passes through the field, all error which 
would result from the use of a high capacity shunt is elimi 
nated, and the serious loss which would be inevitable with the 
shunt arrangement is prevented. 

It will be noted from the illustration that there is a differ 
ence in construction between Type CS and Type G-3 meters. 
This difference consists mainly in the fields, which m^the Type 
CS meters are circular in form, while in the Type G-3 -they are 
of a bus bar type. The two armatures are astatically arranged 
and the damping magnets are enclosed in a laminated steel 
case. This construction insures practical freedom from stray 
field and busbar effects, which would otherwise cause serious 
errors. 

The entire meter is supported upon the switchboard by two studs, which form at once 
the electrical connections and mechanical support. These studs pass through the board and 
are fastened to it by clamping nuts, and connections are made to the bus bar by nuts having 
large contact surfaces. 

All current-carrying portions of the high capacity astatic meters are of forged or cast 
copper of the highest conductivity. These meters are all furnished with rectangular glass 
covers, the metal parts of which are finished in dull black. All the interior parts are highly 
polished, thus making the meter an ornament to any switchboard, quite apart from the fact 
that it is a necessity to central stations keeping a record of their total output.

The CGE Type VR rectifier was designed to fill the demand for a medium for charging, from 
alternating current sources, ignition and lighting batteries on gasoline engine-driven automobiles. 
It is suitable for charging any three-cell lead plate storage battery at a normal rate of approxi 
mately 6 amperes. This rate is normal for a 60-ampere-hour battery. A battery of greater 
capacity can be charged satisfactorily at this rate for a proportionately longer time. 

This rectifier is a comparatively simple device, the principal parts of which are: Combined 
transformer and electromagnet for actuating the vibrator armature and contacts; series 
resistance. 

The transformer is designed for use on ordinary lighting circuits where the voltage is from 
105 to 120 volts at 60 cycles. The winding of the secondary is so proportioned that the voltage 
after rectification with charging current flowing will be approximately 7.5 volts across the ter 
minals of the battery. This voltage is the proper maximum to which batteries should be charged. 

This is accomplished by placing 
the armature in the air gap in one leg of the transformer iron in such a way that the alternating 
flux generated in the iron synchronously attracts and repels the polarized armature. This 
armature is polarized at one end by a permanent magnet and is pivoted so that its action depends 
mainly on the flux in the air gap. On either side of the armature is a contact which, as it swings 
from side to side, strikes a similar contact mounted on a spring. These outside spring contacts 
are connected to the first and last turns of the secondary winding.

Direct current is far better than alternating for operating moving picture 
lamps, because it delivers a clearer, whiter and steadier light on the screen 
with a minimum number of amperes in the arc. Even though direct current 
may be available from the lighting company s mains, the use of a rheostat 
or resistance in order to get proper regulation of current in the arc means that 
there is a large waste of energy; in fact, about 60 per cent, in the rheostat.

The Standard Battery Charging Rectifiers have a wider range of voltage than the Runabout 
type and are particularly suitable where batteries of various numbers of cells are to be charged. 

The Commercial Vehicle type Rectifiers are particularly valuable for charging 40 to 44 cells 
of lead plate battery (60 Edison) in garages of department stores, express companies, etc., where 
all the batteries are similar. 

Ignition Battery Charging Sets are used for charging ignition and lighting batteries for gas 
oline-driven automobiles. The lower voltage types are for charging one and two 3-cell batteries 
and the higher for charging as many as six 3-cell batteries in series. 

The Public Garage type Rectifiers are particularly flexible outfits for charging as many as six 
30-cell batteries. Rectifiers of this type are made for charging six 40-cell batteries and also 
are made for 50 amperes capacity. 

On fol 
lowing pages are listed battery charging panels and rheostats for direct current circuits. This is 
a thoroughly tried out and developed system of single and multiple circuit panels which are 
made with a view to utmost economy of operation, low temperatures in rheostats and after a 
careful investigation into the most approved mechanical design.

To construct alternating current measuring 
instruments of large current capacity or with suffi 
cient insulation to warrant their use with safety on 
primary currents would involve large size, weight 
and equipment, and a sacrifice of accuracy and 
ease of manipulation. In fact, the use of meters 
and instruments would be confined almost wholly 
to the measurements of current and voltage of rela 
tively low value were it not for the use of trans 
forming devices. Such devices, however, must pos 
sess the characteristics of accuracy and insulation 
and for testing purposes, flexibility and portability 
as well, or no material advantage is gained. 

The primary winding of the Form P trans 
former is divided into four coils. Both ends of each 
coil are brought out at one end of the transformer 
and connected through suitable terminal blocks. 

The Form R transformer has no primary wind 
ing, but the core is provided with an opening through 
which a cable carrying the current to be measured 
may be passed one or more times to make the pri 
mary winding.

CGE RELAYS 

i 

All relays should be regularly inspected and carefully cleaned 
and should be occasionally tested in order to insure the most 
satisfactory operation. 

Relays in general may be described as auxiliary electromag 
netic devices, employed in connection with the protective appa 
ratus of a circuit to trip or open electrically, the circuit breaker 
or oil break switch, under certain predetermined abnormal con 
ditions. 

Terminal boards are furnished with most of the relays 
described. These are numbered and lettered to correspond to 
the terminals of the relay coils. 

Circuit closing (normally open) relays are supplied with car 
bon contacts. These contacts will open 10 amperes at 125 volts 
and 5 amperes at 250 volts. 

Double-pole circuit opening relays have separate contacts 
so that each pole can be operated independently. 

Circuit opening relays are equipped with quick break contacts, 
which open independently of the time of travel of the plunger. 

Instantaneous relays are equipped with glass covers; time 
limit relays with metal covers, except when otherwise noted. 
These covers are supported by the magnet frame and keep the 
contacts free from dust and dirt. 

Circuit closing relays with three contacts for tripping two 
switches from one relay can be supplied. 

ALTERNATING CURRENT OVERLOAD RELAYS 

For Use with Current Transformers having 5 : ampere Secondaries 

A calibrating tube is provided in which the plunger is set 
and permanently locked at the point at which the device is 
intended to operate. To adjust the plunger, set the white mark 
on the calibrating nut on a level with the graduation on the cali 
brating tube representing the current which it is desired shall 
operate the relay; the calibrating screw should then be locked in 
position by tightening up the locking nut provided. 

The range of calibration is, in standard relays, from 5 to 15 
amperes. The coils are designed to carry the same load as the 
secondaries of the current transformers. 

The circuit closing and circuit opening relays are the same, 
except that the circuit closing type has carbon contacts so 
arranged that when the relay operates they complete a separate 
auxiliary circuit, while the contacts of the circuit opening type are 
quick break and are arranged to normally complete the secon 
dary circuit of the contact transformers, and when these contacts are opened the current is per 
mitted to flow through the auxiliary circuit. 

INVERSE TIME LIMIT RELAYS 

The inverse time limit relays are similar to the instantaneous relays, except that a time 
element is secured by the use of a leather bellows fastened to the plunger that carries the mov 
able contact. An adjustable valve in the bellows determines the rapidity with which the air can 
escape and fixes the time limit for any given load. The time of operation may be varied from 
instantaneous release to about 30 seconds delay. 

Under conditions of overload or short circuit the inverse time limit relay operates in inverse 
ratio to the strength of the current. Therefore, the heavier the overload or short circuit the 
more rapidly the relay will operate, hence "inverse time limit." 

In standard relays the range of calibration is from 5 to 15 amperes. 

The definite time limit alternating current overload relays are practically the same as the 
inverse time limit relays. The definite time limit relay, however, is equipped with a long spiral 
spring which in operating absorbs the force exerted by the plunger, and in turn acts upon the 
bellows until the normal condition of expansion is reached, thus affording a time element that is 
approximately constant under all conditions of operation. 

IMPORTANT 

It should be noted that the selection of relays to meet actual operating conditions is a very 
important problem and should receive careful attention when a new system is being laid out or 
extensions are being made to a system already installed. 

The successful operation, selective cutting out of trouble, and the continuity and safety of 
service depend entirely on the operation of automatic oil switches and circuit breakers which in 
turn must be tripped by means of relays. There are many types of relays, each type designed 
to perform certain functions, and before any of these relays are ordered a careful study should 
be given the conditions under which they must operate. If there be any question as to what 
type of relay should be used the matter should be referred to pur engineering department and a 
full description of the service conditions and the operation desired be given.

Plug and Receptacle 



All plugs and receptacles are designated by the 
voltage and use to which they are to be applied. . The 
ratings have been arbitrarily adopted in order to establish 
uniform practice. It is not necessary to limit the use of 
the switch to the system or to the voltage designated, as 
all plug switches can be used on systems of 600 volts or 
less. 

Two plugs are used for the synchronizing connections 
shown. One is inserted in the receptacle of the machine 
which is running and the other in the receptacle of the 
machine which is starting. 

These plugs are marked in such a way as to insure 
their proper insertion into the receptacle so as to give the 
correct indication. 

With the plugs inserted properly in the correct recep 
tacles, this synchronism indicator shows whether the 
machine being started is running slower or faster than 
synchronous speed. 

Potential and synchronizing plug switches are essen 
tially simple devices. The plug is easily inserted and the 
receptacle element retains its original shape and elasticity 
so as to insure permanent and reliable contact under 
constant use. 

The receptacle contact elements are countersunk in 
an insulated escutcheon plate, thus precluding the possi 
bility of accidental connection when the plug is removed. 

Connections between the points of the plug are laid 
in grooves so that they will not become disarranged or 
damaged. The plug is provided with a shield which pre 
vents the operator from accidentally touching the live 
parts of the switch. On the outside of this shield are 
white enameled lines indicating the internal connections. 

The plugs have a polished black finish; live parts are 
of brass. 

Plug holders can be furnished to provide means for 
holding the plug switches when not in use to prevent loss.

RUPTURING CAPACITY 

While an oil break switch may be insulated for a given potential and constructed to carry 
a definite amount of current, it should not be understood that the switch will necessarily rup 
ture that amount of normal energy equivalent to the volt and ampere rating of the switch in 
-he event of a short circuit. A source of electrical energy may have power greatly m excess of 
its normal capacity, and the switch may, therefore, be required to interrupt not merely the 
normal energy delivered to the circuit in which it is connected, but the entire power which 
may be developed under short circuit conditions by all the generators and synchronous appa 
ratus in parallel which are connected to the system. 

Under short circuit conditions, synchronous generators develop instantaneously many 
times the normal full load capacity, while the sustained short circuit current will be approxi 
mately two and one half to three times normal. Therefore, instantaneous automatic switcnes 
must be capable of rupturing the circuit when the current is at a maximum, whereas non- 
automatic switches and automatic switches with time limit relays have to interrupt only t 
sustained short circuit current. The reason is evident since the delay in the opening ot trie 
switch allows the current to settle down to approximately two or three times normal, lables 
are given below of rupturing capacities based on exhaustive tests extending over a period pi 
several years under actual operating conditions. The limits given are conservative and are m 
terms of the normal full load capacity of the machines.

These panels consist of a pressure governor and a 
relay or contactor mounted upon a slate base. 

The pressure governor is a Bourdon tube or gauge 
spring designed for a definite maximum pressure. The 
movement of this gauge spring is transmitted to a contact 
arm by means of a lever mechanism. The contact needle 
is provided with silver contacts and moves between two 
adjustable riders with silver contact tips which are 
mounted on segments attached to the slate base. Studs 
connect these segments to the terminals on the back of the 
slate base. 

A graduated scale is located above the upper segment, 
and is marked to agree with the gauge spring. This scale 

serves to indicate the pressure in the tank or reservoir. It also serves as a guide for adjusting the 
governor for the proper cutting-in and cutting-out pressures. 

The contacts on the governor have small current capacity and will not close an electrical 
circuit having sufficient current to energize the solenoids of the self-starting rheostats. It is, 
therefore, necessary to use a relay or contactor which is placed between the governor and self- 
starter. The relay is provided with two self-aligning contact disks fastened to the relay armature. 
No current is broken on the governor contacts, as the upper disk of the relay short-circuits the 
governor after starting and opens the circuit when the pressure reaches the cutting-out point. 
The contactor is provided with a contact disk which corresponds to the upper disk of the relay. 

These pressure governors can be used on any fluid or gas system which will not corrode the 
brass Bourdon tube. 

Whenever possible the governor should be connected by an independent pipe connection 
directly to the tank or reservoir. If this is impossible, connection should be made to the outlet 
pipe from the pump or compressor, using a needle valve having a fine adjustment and located 
as far from the governor as possible. The needle valve should then be adjusted so that pressure 
fluctuations in the outlet pipe will not affect the governor.

This plate, located on the wall near 
patient s bed and in connection with colored lights over the door, a lamp signal annunciator 
or a pilot light in the head nurse s room or station and at any other location desired, operates 
as follows: 

The push button on the extension cord is placed on the patient s bed; the slightest 
pressure on this button instantly closes the control switch and illuminates the red bull s-eye 
shown on the Calling Station Plate; also lights a red light over the door on corridor side and a 
red light in the nurse s room, or a numbered lamp in an annunciator and pilot lights at any 
locations desired, thus attracting attention of the head nurse and assistants to the 
patient s call. 

The nurse is directed to the ward or the room from which the call has been made by the 
numbered signal in the annunciator or the red light over the door. On entering a ward 
attention is directed to the patient calling by the illuminated bull s-eye in the Calling Station 
Plate. The nurse on reaching the patient may immediately release this particular call by 
pushing the control switch button shown on the left end of the Calling Station Plate. By no 
other means can the signal lights be extinguished. The resetting of the control switch will 
extinguish only the illuminated bull s-eye at this particular station if other signals from the 
same room are not yet answered and released. The signal light over the door, pilot lights 
and light at nurse s station remain burning until the last call in the ward or room has been 
released. 

The two-button, double-pole push switch is operated both "on" and "off" by the nurse. 
This switch will control a green light over the door, green light at the head nurse s station, 

and green lights at any other locations 
required, thus providing an emergency sig 
nal or a doctor s call. 

The device shown on the extreme right 
of the Calling Station Plate is a receptacle 
for a plug with a cord extension to which 
might be attached an examination light, 
reading lamp, fan motor, heating pad, etc. 

A special feature of the Bryant Silent 
Call Signal System is its flexibility, as any 
desired combination or number of signals 
may be obtained and any required arrange 
ment of units may be combined under one 
Calling Station Plate. These Calling Sta 
tions can be installed in standard outlet 
boxes. All parts of this signal apparatus are 
approved by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the entire system will 
conform in all particulars to the National 
No. 17 Calling Station Code Rules.

EDISON-BSCO PRIMARY BATTERIES 

SELECTION OF CELLS 

These cells have been developed in recent years to such a high 
state of perfection and the cost of primary battery power has been 
so reduced thereby, that they are now used and are adaptable 
for many purposes which heretofore were considered beyond the 
realm of primary cells. 

Edison and Edison-Bsco Cells are equally suitable for open 
circuit (intermittent discharge) or closed circuit (continuous 
discharge). 

It is important that the proper number of cells be used to 
furnish the necessary working voltage and that the type selected 
be large enough to deliver the current required. In cases where 
the flow of current will be comparatively high (3 to 5 amperes) 
or where the circuit will be closed continuously at other than 
very low current rates, cells of high capacity should be selected, 
as the larger types have low internal resistance and long life, thus 
giving best results at lowest maintenance cost. 

The open circuit, or initial, voltage of all cells is .95 volt per 
cell; but in all batteries the initial voltage is higher than the 
effective or working voltage on continuous closed circuit. The 
high initial voltage is effective for work only when cells are dis 
charged at an extremely low current rate, and in some cases, 
such as with ordinary dry cells, even at low rates of discharge it 
is available only for intermittent contacts of short duration. 

The closed circuit voltage depends upon the frequency and 
duration of contacts, internal resistance of cell and rate of dis 
charge, the voltage dropping proportionately as the rate of current 
flow is increased. For example, in the 400 ampere hour types 
the mean voltage on closed circuit, with current flowing at the 
rate of ^ampere, is .65 volt per cell; at 1 ampere, .6 volt per 
cell; 2 amperes, .55 volt per cell; 3 amperes, .5 volt per cell; and 
so on. Corresponding results will be obtained from the smaller 
types. For intermittent short contacts, or where cells are kept 
on closed circuit at low discharge with occasional short periods at 
high rates, the mean effective voltage will be higher than on con 
tinuous discharge at high rates.

TO SET UP EDISON-BSCO CELLS 

Remove all packing material from jars and from space between plates. Clean jars thop. 
oughly and fill to within 1% inches of top with pure water, rain water preferred. Add gradu 
ally one can of soda, stirring constantly with piece of wood until soda is thoroughly dissolved. 
Put in about one third of a can at a time and be sure that no soda solidifies in bottom of jar. 
Allow solution to cool, which will take several hours; then insert elements, moving cover a 
little to one side and pour on contents of one bottle of oil. Never put oil on top of solution 
before elernents are inserted. Connect up cells, which should then be given a slight reduction 

This simplified construction reduces to a minimum the work of setting up and renewing. 
It requires the tightening of only one nut to fasten the plates in place, and only one connection 
per cell to connect a number of cells in series, as the connecting wire is permanently fastened 
to the zincs. No parts that have been in the solution are used in renewing; therefore, no 
handling, scraping or cleaning of such parts is required.

The electrical units are derived from the following mechanical units of the metric system: 
METER. A unit of length equal, approximately, to one ten-millionth part of a quadrant of 

a meridian of the earth taken through Paris; or, approximately, to 39.37 inches. 
GRAMME. Unit of weight. Weight of a cubic centimeter of water at a temperature of 

4 degrees centigrade. 

SECOND. Unit of time. The time of one swing of a pendulum making 86,400 swings in a 
solar day. 

ELECTRICAL UNITS 

VOLT, Such an electromotive force as would cause a current of one ampere to flow against 
a resistance of one ohm. Such an electromotive force as would charge a conden 
ser of the capacity of one farad with a quantity of electricity equal to one coulomb. 

OHM. The practical unit of electric resistance. Such a resistance as would limit the flow of 
electricity under an electromotive force of one volt, to a current of one ampere, 
or one-coulomb-per-second. 

MEGOHM. 1,000,000 ohms. 

AMPERE. The practical unit of electric current. A rate of flow of electricity transmitting 
one coulomb per second. The current of electricity which would pass through a 
circuit whose resistance is one ohm, under an electromotive force of one volt. 

COULOMB. The practical unit of electric quantity. Such a quantity of electricity as would 
pass in one second through a circuit conveying one ampere. The quantity of 
electricity contained in a condenser of one farad capacity, when subjected to the 
E. M. F. of one volt. 

FARAD. The practical unit of electric capacity. Such a capacity of a conductor or con 
denser that one coulomb of electricity is required to produce therein a difference 
of potential of one volt. 

MICROFARAD (MFD). One-millionth of a farad. 

WATT. A unit of electric power. A volt-ampere. The power developed when 44.25 foot 
pounds of work are done in a minute, or 0.7375 foot-pound of work is done in a 
second. 

JOULE. A volt-coulomb or unit of electric energy or work. The amount of electric work 
required to raise the potential of one coulomb of electricity one volt. Ten million 
ergs. 

OHM S LAW 
Ohm s law is a method of expressing relationship existing between the electromotive 

force, current and resistance, and is practically the basis of most electrical computations. It 

is expressed in various forms, as follows: 

. Electromotive Force E 

Current Flow = - - or. I =7^ 

Resistance R 

Electromotive force equals the current flow multiplied by resistance. 

Electromotive Force = Current Flow x Resistance, or E = I x R. 
Resistance equals the electromotive force divided by the current flow. 

Electromotive Force E 

Resistance =- , .,. -or, R =^- 

Current Flow I 

I = Amperes. E = Volts. R=Ohms. 

Electromotive force varies directly as the current and resistance. 
Resistance varies directly with the electromotive force and inversely as the current. 
Current varies directly with the electromotive force and inversely as the resistance. 

MIL 

The "mil," whose expressed value is - ^r 7-7- (.001) of an inch, is the practical 

basis for determining the diameters and thereby the area of all wires used as electric con 
ductors. The diameters being given, the area is obtained by the well-known rule, "the area 
of a circle, in circular units, is equal to the square of its diameter"; hence the square of the 
diameter of a wire expressed in mils equals the area of its cross section. 

D 2 = A, which area is expressed in Circular Mils or CM, hence D 2 = CM. 

WIRING FORMULA 

Ohm s law is practically the basis for the various formula in general use for determining 
the proper size of wire to use to carry various currents. It is essential to know the amount 
of current expressed in amperes, the distance, and to decide upon the loss to allow in trans 
mission; the best rule is as follows: 

The cross section (CM) of the necessary wire is found by multiplying twice the distance 
one way (2D) by the amount of current expressed in amperes (C) and this by the resistance 
of one mil-foot (10.7) and dividing by the loss in transmission expressed in volts (v).

COPPER WIRE RESISTANCE 

The basis for computation of resistance of copper wires is a wire 1 foot long and one 
circular mil of cross section known as a mil-foot, and which has a resistance at 24 C, or 75 F, 
of about 10.7 Ohms. The resistance of a copper wire varies directly as its length and 
inversely as its cross section : hence,

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USEFUL INFORMATION 

PULLEYS AND GEARS 

For single reduction or increase of speed by means of belting where the speed at which 
each shaft should run is known, and one pulley is in place: 

Multiply the diameter of the pulley which you have by the number of revolutions per 
minute that its shaft makes; divide this product by the speed in R.P. M. at which the second 
shaft should run. The result is the diameter of pulley to use. 

Where both shafts with pulleys are in operation and the speed of one is known: 
Multiply the speed of the shaft by diameter of its pulley and divide this product by 
diameter of pulley on the other shaft. The result is the speed of the second shaft. 

Where a countershaft is used, to obtain size of main driving or driven pulley, or speed of 
main driving or driven shaft, it is necessary to calculate, as above, between the known end of 
the transmission and the countershaft, then repeat this calculation between the countershaft 
and the unknown end. 

A set of gears of the same pitch transmit speeds in proportion to the number of teeth they 
contain. Count the number of teeth in the gear wheel and use this quantity instead of the 
diameter of pulley, mentioned above, to obtain number of teeth cut in unknown gear, or speed 
of second shaft.

INCANDESCENT LAMP INFORMATION 
Power Required for Illumination 

The amount of power required for general illumination may be ascertained by the use of 
the following table: 

The rule for the application of the table given below is as follows: 

Total watts = area of room in square feet X foot-candles X constant taken from table. 

For general illumination three or four foot-candles are usually sufficient. 

As an example, a room 25 feet wide and 40 feet long, with a light ceiling and dark walls, is 
to have an illumination of three foot-candles throughout. This illumination is to be obtained 
by the use of metallized h lament lamps and prismatic reflectors. 

Substituting the area (1000 square feet), the required foot-candles (3) and the proper con 
stant (55), total watts are: 

Total watts=1000 X 3 X. 55=1650. 

If 50-watt lamps are used, 33 will be necessary. 

To secure approximately uniform illumination, the light sources should be separated by 
a distance not greater than twice their height above the plane where the illumination is desired.

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ALUMINUM FOR ELECTRICAL CONDUCTORS 

The cost of production of aluminum has been so materially reduced that it is now con 
sidered a competitor of copper for electrical conductors; recent installations of this material 
have demonstrated its practicability and its probable future prominence may make the 
following data, furnished by the manufacturers, of interest. 

In comparing copper and aluminum, the following properties of these metals should be 

noted.

Aluminum 2.68 1 54 to 63 24000 to 55000 Ibs. 

CONDUCTIVITY 

Pure aluminum has a conductivity of about 63% of that possessed by equally pure copper; 
commercial aluminum in bars or wire has a conductivity of about 61% of copper; assuming a 
conductivity of 97% for commercial copper: hence the cross section of conductors of alumi 
num and copper must be in the inverse ratio of their conductivity. To determine the equiva 
lent of a No. 00 B. & S. gauge copper wire in aluminum wire: 61:97:: 133100: 211650 or 
approximately a No. 0000: or establishing a ratio as follows: 61:97:: 100: 159; it will be found 
as an approximate rule that for equal conductivity the size of aluminum wire will be about 
two B. & S. gauge numbers larger than copper wire. 

Weight 

The comparative weights of equal volumes of copper and aluminum are: Copper, 3.33, 
aluminum, 1; the comparative weights for equal conductivity will be 100 x 3.33: 159 x 1:: 100: 
47.74; or for equal lengths of same conductivity, aluminum weighs about 47.74% of copper. 

TENSILE STRENGTH AND CONDUCTIVITY 

The tensile strength is increased and the conductivity decreased by the alloying of alumi 
num with other metals; for busbars and other large conductors installed with frequent 
supports, the commercially pure aluminum is used; where subject to strains the alloyed 
aluminum is recommended; assuming a tensile strength of 39000 pounds square inch, the 
addition of 1% of alloy gives a tensile strength of 45000 pounds and a conductivity of 58%; 
the addition of 2% alloy gives a tensile strength of 550QO pounds and a conductivity of 54%; 
aluminum is furnished in the percentages of alloys above noted or with any intermediate per 
centage. The table following gives the factors for the different conductivities of aluminum 
compared with 97% conductivity copper of equal resistance.

Pure copper wire makes the best and most reliable cut-out or fuse, but should never be 
less than 1 inch in length between the terminals to which it is fixed, so as to prevent cooling 
effects of terminals. 
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HOW TO USE MOTOR TABLES 



The table shown on previous page is compiled on a basis of 1 volt loss for convenience in 
using the table on other percentages of loss. It is usual to allow a loss of more than 1 volt for 
motor service. In such case, divide the distance by the loss allowed, which will give the num 
ber of feet in which a loss of 1 volt will occur. Find this number of feet on the table at the 
horse power and voltage required and you will have necessary size of wire. 

Example A 5 horse power 220-volt motor, 400 feet from service, at 8 volts loss. 

Explanation A loss of 8 volts for 400 feet would be equal to a loss of 1 volt for 50 feet 
(400 divided by 8 equals 50). By referring to table we find that to carry a 5 horse power, 
220-volt motor, 50 feet with a volt loss, a 6 B. & S. wire is required, which means that the same 
wire would be required to do the work called for by the example. 

Always take the nearest number above rather than below in the table to the number of feet 
actually required. Do not use a smaller wire than given in following table.

APPLICATION OF FORMULA 

The value of C for any particular power factor is obtained by dividing 2160, the value for 
continuous current, by the square of that power factor for single-phase, and by twice the 
square of that power factor for three-wire three-phase, or four-wire two-phase. 

The value of B depends on the size of wire, frequency and power factor. It is equal to 1 
for continuous current, and for alternating current with 100 per cent power factor and sizes 
of wire given in the preceding table of wiring constants. 

The figures given are for wires 18 inches apart and are sufficiently accurate for all practical 
purposes provided the displacement in phase between current and E. M. P. at the receiving 
end is not very much greater than that at the generator ; in other words, provided that the 
reactance of the line is not excessive, or the line loss unusually high. For example, the 
constants should not be applied at 125 cycles if the largest conductors are used and the loss 
20 per cent or more of the power delivered. At lower frequencies, however, the constants are 
reasonably correct even under such extreme conditions. They represent about the true values 
at 10 per cent line loss, are close enough at all losses less than 10 per cent, and often, at least for 
frequencies up to 40 cycles, close enough for even much larger losses. Where the conductors 
of a circuit are nearer each other than 18 inches, the volts loss will be less than given by the 
formula, and if close together, as with multiple conductor cable, the loss will be only that due 
to resistance. 

The value of T depends on the system and power factor. It is equal to 1 for continuous 
current and for single-phase current of 100 per cent power factor. 

The value of A and the weights of the wires in the table are based on .00000302 pound as 
the weight of a foot of copper wire of 1 circular mil area. 

In using the above formula and constants, it should be particularly observed that P stands 
for the per cent loss in the line of the delivered power, not for the per cent loss in the line of 
the power at the generator ; and that E is the potential at the end of the line and not at the 
generator. 

When the power factor cannot be more accurately determined, it may be assumed to be as 
follows for any alternating system operating under average conditions: Incandescent lighting 
and synchronous motors, 95 per cent ; lighting and induction motors together, 85 per cent; 
induction motors alone, 80 per cent. 

In-continuous current three-wire systems, the neutral wire for feeders should be made of % 
the section obtained by the formula for either of the outside wires. In both continuous and 
alternating current systems, the neutral conductor for secondary mains and house wiring 
should be taken as large as the other conductors. 

The three wires of a three-phase circuit and the four wires of a two-phase circuit should 
be made all the same size, and each conductor should be of the cross section given by the first 
formula.

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AMPERES IN ALTERNATING CURRENT CIRCUITS 

(Br PERMISSION OF THE ELECTRICAL, WORLD 

The following tables give the amperes per lead wire per kilowatt for single-phase and three- 
phase balanced loads. The single-phase table can be used for two-phase balanced loads by 
using a current value corresponding to twice the stated potential of the circuit or by dividing 
the current value at the potential of the circuit by two. That is, each wire of a two-phase cir 
cuit carries one half of the current indicated at the load specified. These tables show the 
value of the current at power factors varying from unity to 70 per cent. The power of any cir 
cuit in kilowatts can, therefore, be computed by dividing the reading of the ammeter by the 
tabulated value corresponding to the measured power factor and voltage of the circuit. These 
values are correct only for a balanced load (and there is generally a slight unbalancing of the 
loads on the phases), but the table is useful in computing the sizes of wire required for trans 
mission purposes. 

This table was derived from the following formulas : 

For single-phase circuits : Amperes per wire = watts -4- (volts x power factor). 

For three-phase circuits : Amperes per wire = total watts -=- (volts between wires x power 
factor x V 3). 

For two-phase circuits : Amperes per wire = total watts -=- (volts between wires of one 
phase x power factor x 2). 

In making the computations the number of watts was assumed as 1000, and the amperes 
were computed for various values of e.m.f. to a sufficient number of decimal places to insure 
accuracy. The tables were then extended by multiplication and division. If desired, these 
tables can be further extended to cover voltages outside of their limits by using the tabular 
values corresponding to potentials of one tenth (or 10 times) the desired potential, care being 
used to shift the decimal point in the proper direction. 

The values for intermediate power factors can be approximated from the tables. For lower 
power factors, the value of the current for unity power factor can be divided by actual power 
factor of the circuit or multiplied by the reciprocal of this power factor.
